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PREFACE 


Alberta  Tourism,  Parks  and  Recreation  is  pleased  to  provide  for  your  use,  the  1991-1992  "Park  User 
Statistics  -  Fiscal  Year  Summary"  report.  This  publication  is  published  annually  to  supply  current 
information  on  provincial  parks  use. 

The  Provincial  Parks  Service  of  Tourism,  Parks  and  Recreation  provides  data  on  the  following  aspects 
of  park  use: 

1.  Camping  Use  Statistics  -  collected  through  permit  sales,  reasonable  estimates  and 
camper  surveys; 

2.  Day  Use  Statistics  -  collected  through  Automatic  Traffic  Counter  readings  and  traffic 
surveys; 

3.  Group  Camping  Use  Statistics  -  collected  through  permit  sales;  and 

4.  Fixed  Roof  Accommodation  Use  Statistics  (Kananaskis  Country)  -  collected  through 
receipts. 

Visitation  statistics  contained  herein  are  reported  both  at  the  "park"  or  "management  unit"  level  and 
"area"  level  (i.e.  individual  campgrounds,  day  use  areas,  group  use  areas,  fixed  roof  accommodation 
facilities).  Statistics  are  summarized  for  Provincial  Parks,  Provincial  Recreation  Areas,  and  Sub- 
Districts  within  Kananaskis  Country. 

The  data  collection  systems  associated  with  these  visitation  statistics  are  discussed  in  detail  in  the 
Introduction  Section.  Inquiries  regarding  the  user  statistics  reported  in  this  document  or  a  further 
explanation  of  the  methodology  are  welcomed,  and  should  be  directed  to  the  Management  Information 
Coordinator  at  (403)  427-6791.

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INTRODUCTION 

This  report  presents  Park  User  Statistics  for  the  period  of  April  1,  1991  to  March  31,  1992. 
Information  is  presented  for  all  Provincial  Parks  and  Recreation  Areas  operated  by  the  Alberta  Parks 
Service  and  Kananaskis  Country,  at  both  the  "park"  level  and  "area"  level  (e.g.  individual  campground 
statistics  for  those  parks  with  multiple  campgrounds). 

Although  provincial  park  visitation  statistics  have  been  reported  for  approximately  the  last  30  years, 
this  is  only  the  sixth  year  of  publication  of  this  particular  report.  Since  the  first  publication  in  1986/87, 
the  reporting  format  has  virtually  remained  unchanged.  This  report  represents  the  first  major 
formatting  change  as  part  of  an  effort  to  make  the  report  more  complete  and  to  provide  users  with  as 
much  useful  information  as  possible.  It  is  the  intention  of  Management  Support  Branch  to  phase  in 
additional  changes,  in  preparation  for  the  next  fiscal  year  report,  so  as  to  include  more  analyses  and 
interpretation  of  the  data  provided.  To  facilitate  this,  comments  for  further  changes  would  be 
appreciated. 

A  number  of  additional  sites  have  recently  been  transferred  from  Alberta  Transportation  and  Utilities, 
and  Alberta  Environment  to  the  Alberta  Parks  Service.  Visitation  statistics  for  these  sites  will  not  be 
available  and  reported  until  the  next  publication  (fiscal  year  1992/93).  To  date,  visitation  data  is  not 
collected  for  the  province's  13  ecological  reserves  and  3  wilderness  areas. 

Tables  summarizing  statistics  for  camping  use,  campground  occupancy,  day  use,  group  use,  and  fixed 
roof  accommodation  use  statistics  are  included  in  this  report.  It  is  important  to  note  that  individual 
campground  statistics  do  not  include  overflow.  This  statistic  is  only  included  at  the  park  level.  Selected 
visitation  statistics  (e.g.  campground  turnaways,  nights  at  a  specified  percent  range  occupancy  for 
camping,  or  area  nights  available/occupied  for  group  use  areas)  which  were  reported  in  the  past,  are 
not  included  in  this  report.  They  are,  however,  available  upon  request.  In  addition,  visitation  data  can 
be  further  analyzed  to  meet  specific  information  requirements.  These  queries  should  be  directed  to  the 
Management  Information  Coordinator.  Brief  descriptions  of  the  data  collection  methodologies  used 
for  each  category  of  use  statistics  are  presented  below. 


Camping  Statistics  Methodology 


Camping  statistics  are  based  primarily  upon  information  obtained  from  camping  permits.  These 
permits  are  issued  via  two  systems:  the  Standard  Camping  Permit  system  and  the  Self-Registration 
Permit  (envelope)  system.  In  the  absence  of  permit  sales  (e.g.  some  campgrounds  during  the  off- 
season: October  to  March),  reasonable  estimates  of  camping  use  are  provided  by  park  staff. 
Information  collected  through  these  systems  is  recorded  on  Park  User  Statistics  Summary  (P.U.S.S.) 
sheets  by  the  Parks,  and  subsequently  forwarded  to  Management  Support  Branch  in  Edmonton, 
Alberta  for  data  entry  and  analysis.  This  information  includes  data  on  occupied  campsite  nights, 
turnaways,  and  site  closures. 

Standard  Camping  Permits  and  associated  periodic  surveys  provide  information  on  occupied  campsite 
nights,  average  camping  party  size  and  accommodation  unit  usage.  This  information  enables 
calculation  of  individual  camper  nights  and  accommodation  unit  nights  (see  Glossary  of  Terms). 
Occupied  campsite  nights  are  based  on  the  premise  that  a  site  is  considered  occupied  when  a  permit 
has  been  issued  and  that  site  is  occupied  by  the  permittee  and  at  least  one  camping  accommodation 
unit.  Campground  turnaways  are  recorded  each  time  a  camping  party  is  personally  turned  away 
because  no  campsites  were  available.  This  information  is  recorded  on  monthly  P.U.S.S.  sheets  and  is 
available  upon  request. 
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Self-Regis tratiot]  Permits  also  provide  statistics  on  occupied  campsite  nights,  and  require  periodic 
surveys  to  provide  data  on  camping  party  size  and  accommodation  unit  usage.  Turnaway  counts  by 
park  staff  arc  not  always  made  owing  to  the  self-administered  nature  of  registration. 

It  is  important  to  note  that,  in  any  self-registration  system,  non-compliance  (i.e.  campers  not 
Voluntarily  completing  a  permit)  can  adversely  affect  the  reliability  of  camping  use  statistics.  This 
problem  is  normally  addressed  by  compliance  checks  conducted  by  park  staff  and  the  inclusion  of  non- 
complying  occupied  campsite  night  figures.  For  Provincial  Recreation  Areas  however,  where  daily 
patrols  cannot  always  be  done,  fewer  days  are  available  for  non-compliance  adjustments  resulting  in  an 
under-estimation  of  camping  use. 

Campground  occupancy  data  are  determined  from  an  analysis  of:  (1)  campground  capacity,  (2)  the 
number  of  weekday  and  weekend  days  in  a  specific  month,  (3)  the  number  of  sites  affected  by  closures 
per  day,  and  (4)  the  total  occupied  campsite  nights  per  month.  Refer  to  the  Glossary  of  Terms  for  the 
formulas  used  in  calculating  campground  occupancy  rates  and  average  daily  percent  campground 
occupancies.  In  addition,  overflow  unit  night  figures  are  included  in  the  occupancy  data  tables 
whenever  appropriate. 

Backcountry  use  is  collected  through  a  system  of  user  surveys  and  is  reported  in  the  Provincial  and 
Kananaskis  Country  summary  tables  as  well  as  in  the  appropriate  District  and  Sub-District  summaries. 


Day  Use  Statistics  Methodology 


An  evaluation  of  day  use  data  collection  procedures  in  1981  concluded  that  the  methodology  then  in 
use  was  non-systematic  and  resulted  in  day  use  statistics  which  were  not  accurate.  Consequently  a  day 
use  calibration  program  was  implemented  in  the  summer  of  1983  and  since  then,  all  Provincial  Parks 
have  been  surveyed  as  well  as  the  sub-districts  within  Kananaskis  Country. 

For  the  Provincial  Parks  and  the  sub-districts  within  Kananaskis  Country,  peak  season  (April  1  - 
September  30)  day  use  statistics  are  now  based  on  figures  collected  from  automatic  traffic  counters. 
Adjustments  to  these  counts  include  determining  the  ratio  of  day  use  vehicles  to  all  other  vehicles 
entering  or  exiting  the  park  and  mean  party  size.  Both  adjustment  factors  are  obtained  through  a 
periodic  day  use  calibration  survey.  The  survey  involves  stopping  traffic  on  20  randomly  selected  days 
during  the  peak  season  to  conduct  brief  interviews.  Daily  vehicle  counts  and  the  survey  information  are 
analyzed  to  yield  estimates  of  day  use  visitation.  This,  plus  the  fact  that  on  certain  occasions  even  total 
vehicle  counts  are  supplemented  by  estimates  serves  to  illustrate  the  need  to  interpret  the  day  use  data 
with  caution. 

It  is  important  to  note  a  significant  change  to  the  day  use  statistics  reported  for  Provincial  Recreation 
Areas.  For  the  majority  of  Provincial  Recreation  Areas  outside  of  Kananaskis  Country,  day  use 
statistics  prior  to  1989  were,  for  the  most  part,  calculated  using  camping  figures  multiplied  by  the 
relative  relationship  between  camping  and  day  use.  Beginning  in  1989  however,  day  use  statistics  for  all 
these  Provincial  Recreation  Areas  are  based  upon  Automatic  Traffic  Counter  readings  as  in  Provincial 
Parks. 

The  day  use  methodology  for  Provincial  Recreation  Areas  adjusts  traffic  counts  for  camper  traffic 
(determined  from  permit  sales  and  estimates  of  non-compliance  and  multiple  entries/exists)  and  non- 
recreational  vehicles  (from  records  of  park  staff)  to  yield  survey  information  and  the  estimates  of  day 
use  visitation.  This  approach  to  day  use  estimation  is  referred  to  as  the  Residual  Method.  Due  to  the 
change  in  the  collection  methodologies  at  Provincial  Recreation  Areas,  no  historical  day  use 
comparison  is  provided  prior  to  the  implementation  of  the  residual  method. 
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Group  Camping  Statistics  Methodology 


A  standard  system  for  collecting  group  camping  use  statistics  was  implemented  in  1986.  No  prior 
statistics  are  available.  Currently  the  group  use  permit  system  collects  information  pertaining  to  group 
camping  unit  nights,  individual  group  camper  nights,  and  occupancy.  A  survey  component  of  the  group 
use  permit  provides  the  average  number  of  people  in  a  group  unit  which  is  required  to  calculate 
individual  group  camper  nights. 


Fixed  Roof  Accommodation  Use  Statistics  Methodology 


Occupied  room  nights  and  people  nights  are  derived  from  receipts,  summarized  and  forwarded  from 
Kananaskis  Country  to  Management  Support  Branch  Head  Office  via  the  P.U.S.S.  sheet. 


Historical  Comparison 


Some  of  the  regional  boundaries  have  changed  over  the  years  and  as  a  result,  the  shifting  of  regional 
responsibilities  for  selected  parks  has  also  occurred.  It  is  therefore  not  possible  to  compare  regional 
totals,  for  historical  comparison  purposes,  from  one  publication  to  another  (the  exception  being  the 
provincial  and  park  specific  totals).  This  report  should  be  used  to  that  end. 
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Visitation  Highlights 


Province 


Over  8.5  million  people  visited  areas  operated  by  the  Ministry  during  the  1991  /  1992  Fiscal 
Year.  This  represents  a  2.3  %  increase  from  1990  /  1991. 

The  total  number  of  campsites  operated  by  the  Ministry  during  the  1991  /  1992  Fiscal  Year 
was  11,407.  This  virtually  remains  unchanged  from  1990  /  1991. 

The  total  number  of  campers  decreased  3.4  %  from  the  1990  /  1991  Fiscal  Year. 

The  vast  majority  of  camping  use  (97.5  %)  took  place  over  the  peak  season  (i.e.  April  1  to 
September  30). 

Kananaskis  Country  accounted  for  greatest  percentage  of  the  total  camping  use  (29  %).  The 
West  Central  region  accounted  for  24.5  %,  East  Central  region  accounted  for  19.4  %, 
Southern  region  accounted  for  17.9  %  and  the  Northern  region  accounted  for  9.2  %  of  the 
total  camping  use. 

0      An  estimated  7  million  day  use  visitors  used  provincial  parks  and  recreation  areas  during  the 
1991  /  1992  Fiscal  Year. 

Although  the  majority  (66.5  percent)  of  day  use  visitation  took  place  over  the  peak  season,  it  is 
important  to  note  that  a  significant  amount  of  day  use  visitation  (33.5  percent)  took  place 
during  the  off  season. 

Reserved  group  camping  use  decreased  by  8.2  percent  from  the  1990  /  1991  Fiscal  Year. 

0      Approximately  29.0  percent  of  camping  visitation  and  23.0  percent  of  day  use  visitation  during 
the  1991  /  1992  Fiscal  Year  took  place  in  Kananaskis  Country. 


Alberta  Parks  Service 


Approximately  6.4  million  people  visited  areas  operated  by  the  Alberta  Parks  Service  during 
the  1991  /  1992  Fiscal  Year.  Of  these,  15.5  percent  were  campers,  83.7  percent  were  day 
visitors  and  0.8  percent  were  group  users. 

Comparisons  of  1991  /  1992  visitation  to  that  of  1990  /  1991  indicates  decreases  of  3.6  percent 
in  camping  and  6.7  percent  in  group  use  with  a  slight  increase  of  1.0  percent  in  day  use. 

The  total  number  of  campsites  operated  by  the  Alberta  Parks  Service  during  the  1991  /  1992 
Fiscal  Year  only  dropped  .5  percent  to  8,824  as  a  result  of  revisions  being  made  to  actual 
campground  capacity  figures  which  were  previously  based  on  estimates. 
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Visitation  Highlights 
(continued) 


Kananaskis  Country 


Approximately  2.1  million  people  visited  Kananaskis  Country  during  the  1991  /  1992  Fiscal 
Year.  Of  these,  19.2  percent  were  campers,  79.7  percent  were  day  visitors  and  .4  percent  were 
group  users. 

Comparisons  of  1991  /  1992  visitation  to  that  of  1990  /  1991  indicate  decreases  in  camping  (3.4 
percent)  and  group  use  (10.8  percent)  with  a  12.5  percent  increase  in  day  use. 

The  total  number  of  campsites  operated  within  Kananaskis  Country  during  the  1991  /  1992 
Fiscal  Year  was  2,583.  This  represents  no  change  from  1990  /  1991. 

Visitation  to  Kananaskis  Village  decreased  by  25  percent  from  1990  /  1991.
